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Decendents of Jonathan Car- 
ver, Including Ames Fam- 
ily May Own Vast Tract 



CLAIM EXTREMELY VAGUE 



Chet Arncs of Grayslake Mokes Investi- 
gation and Unearths Clue to Interests 
-In Valuable Land Holdings 



On a thin marble headstone in the 
Mount Rest cemetery, right near the 
village of Rosecrans, this county, is a 
clue that links a Lake county family 
to one of the oldest families in Ameri- 
ca, makes possible. a claim to what may 
some day be a great fortune, and de- 
- velopes one of the most romatic stories 
of the day.. 

The stone sets forth that beneath it 
lies entombed Jonathan Carver Ames 
who died' more than fifty years ago, 
and the two given names give the clue 
to the story, as Jonathan Carver was 
one of the first governors of the infant 
British American colony of Massa- 
chusetts, and stepped upon Plymouth 
Rock in the year 1G20 from the Eng- 
lish ship Mayflower, Jonathan Carver 
Ames and others of the Lake county 
family are descendants. 

Lake county, representatives of the 
Ames family, who are numerous, sub- 
stantial and well known in the northern 
and central tier of townships, have of 
late been fired by the investigations of 
one of their number, Chet Ames of near 
Grayslake, to the effect that before he 
died Governor Carver of Massachusetts 
colony had been granted by the king of 
England rights and ownership of a large 
tract of land which now includes the 
sites of the twin cities of Minneapolis 
and St. Paul. 

Mr. Ames went far enough into the 
matter to assure himself that it was 
not all other possible claimants to so 
valuable, a property th find out wheth- 
er they thought it worth while or not 
to retain an attorney, but it is stated 
by one of the possible claimants, that 
most of the families in this county 
agreed that the claim was. too far 
fetched probably to be of value and 
that they would not try to establish a 
legal position as owners of the twin 
cities of the northwest, the world's 
bread basket cities from their wheat 
and flour products. • 

Thua the matter ends for the present 
at least. 

As the territory beyond the Mississ- 
ippi was little if at all known at the 
time Governor Carver lived, knowledge 
of the trans-Mississippi being extreme- 
ly vague", the claim is regarded as 
shadowy in the extreme and most of 
the Amesses do not seem to take as a 
big matter worthy of extended effort 
to settle. It is probnbe tnat the grant 
given Carter was vaguely worded and 
merely included a wide undefined 
stretch of territory.

HINTING LAWS DISPLEASE 

New Law Regulating Hunting on Another's 
Property Suits Farmers. 

'The announcement of the new law in 
regard to obtaining permission before 
hunting, on another's property,, has 
created a furore in sporting circles. 
The farmers and most of the sportsmen 
are heartity in favor of the law. The 
foreign element which has been in the 
habit of hunting anywhere and every- 
where is disgruntled. ' 

.There is one point in dispute. Can a 
hunter hunt along a public highway 
without permission? The new law 
does not mention highways, x Owners 
of land claim jurisdiction over the pass- 
ing roads. Many of the, hunters say 
the road belongs to. the public and can 
not be reserved from the public. 

One of the greatest evils of the form- 
er system of hunting, according to the 
farmers, was the habit of hunters, 
when told to get off a farm telling 
owners of the land to "chase them- 
selves" and other things worse. The 
hunters claimed that if they- had li- 
censes they did not need permission. 

Besides this, many of the farmers 
throughout the country have been de- 
liberately trying to encourage the 
growth of wild fowl and game birds"on 
their farms and adjacent territory. 
Many farmers have been at a consider- 
able expense to themselves to obtain 
prairie chickens. English pheasants, 
grouse and quail. These birds were 
turned loose on the farms with the hope 
that they would multiply and at some 
future date furnish hunting. 

But the rural residents claim that 
sports hunt these few birds and kill 
them before .they have an opportunity 
of reproduction. The farmers them- 
selves have done very little hunting 
during the past two or three years. 
Rather they have taken the viewpoint 
of conservation of game and let the 
little animals alone. 




TWO MEN HURT BY MOTOR 

Brake on Motorcycle Refuses to Work and 
Two Meii ore injured. 

Axel Hall, son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
E. Hall of 73a Grand avenue, and J. 
Johnson, *an employe at the National 
Envelope plant,, met with painful in- 
juries at ten-thirty Friday night when 
a motorcycle on which they were rid- 
ing crashed into a telegraph pole, while 
traveling at the rate of fifty-three 
miles an hour.

Farmers and dairymen in the region 
south Genoa Prairie and north of Genoa 
are considerably exercised over, the 
operations of a man named Kreiager, 
representing the Chicago board of 
health, who has been in the vicinity for 
a considerable period inspecting daries 
and farms, and giving them a rating" 
which is filed with the Chicago board of 
health. 

'The legislature at its recent session 
and following an exhaustive report of 
a committee of which E. D. Shurtleff 
was chairman, passed a law the pur- 
pose of which was to prevent Chicago 
or any other city from going into the 
dairying districts and there enforcing 
theories which have not been proven 
to be necessary for the maintenance of 
a pure milk supply. It appears how- 
eyer that the Chicago board proposes 
to get around the handicap if they 
can't hurdle it. 

So they are rating the dairies by an 
elaborate system. Their representa- 
tive is inspecting the entire premises, 
and reports an elaborate diagram of 
all the .characteristics of the place and 
the surroundings, of . the dairy barns. 
Milk houses are necessary, there must 
be plenty of light and air in bossy's 
bed room, and bossy's udder must be 
washed before milking is done, prefer- 
ably by a milkman or a milkmaid clad 
in white raiment. The merry milkmen 
and the flirtatious milkmaids, if there 
are any -over that way, must put on 
clean clothes when they go out to ex- 
tract milk from the members of the 
dairy herd. It appears that clean 
cloths of any sort may pass muster, 
but the "white wings" appear to have 
received the approval of the Chicago 
board and the farms where thev will 
put on snow white clothes before milk- 
ing are rated the highest 

One well kept dairy which had been 
regarded as fully up to date and well 
kept, is said to have been rated at 
only 67.

Loon Lake was on Sunday forenoon 
the scene of a drowning accident in 
which one Chicago youth, Michael 
Smith, lost his life and his two corn* 
panions Harold Manning and another 
came within close call of sharing the 
same fate. 

These young fellows with there others 
had come out only the previous eve- 
ning to spend' a couple of weeks at 
Father Mathews Camp, a collection of 
about twenty tents on the south shore 
of the lake. Sunday morning, Smith 
and Manning with another whose name 
is not known took a boat and rowed to 
the east shore where the water is 
about eight feet deep. Manning who 
was a capable swimmer leaped into the 
lake and after paddling about a bit be- 
gan to instruct the other two in the 
best method of procedure in case a 
boat was capsized. To illustrate he 
took the oars, crossed them, and show- 
ed how it would be possible by their 
aid to keep flaoat. After watching a 
few moments, his unknown assaociate 
who could swim a little slid into the 
water by his side. Manning seeing 
that the other- was. in a little- difficulty 
passed him one of the oars and was 
telling him; how to support himself, 
when Smith who could not swim at all, 
remarked. "Why this don't look [very 
deep" and he too leaped in, pushing the 
boat from him as he jumped. Taken 
completely by surprise by the depth of 
the water which was said to have been 
icy cold he sank and made no apparent 
effort to save himself. A man who 
was fishing about ten rods away hasten- 
ed to the rescue and succeeded in pull- 
ing Manning and the other, both now 
thoroughly firightened and tired out, 
into his boat. The body of Smith was 
not located until about two o'clock. 

Coroner Taylor responded at once to 
the call and the inquest was held at 
four o'clock. The verdict being ac- 
cidental drowning. The remains were 
sent to sent to Chicago on the 8:80 
train. 

The unfortunate young man was 
twenty-one years old, and lived with 
his mother and sister at 3657 South 
Marshfield Ave. He was employed as 
a book keeper.

Beer 
yeast is not suitable for baking pur- 
poses because it grows In a cold me- 
dium and does not possess" a great 
enough raising power for the purposes 
of the baker. There Is no question 
about the nutritive value of yeast, 
since weight for weight it is quite 
comparable in nutritive value to the 
best beer. 

For direct consumption in the fresh 
condition yeast must b'e put into a 
suitable form. According to the meth- 
od of Klelnschmldt, compressed yeast 
which has been deprived of its bitter 
substance may be melted with edible 
fats, such as butter, the result being 
a very tasty paste which can be 
spread directly on bread. Dry yeast 
can be used in this same manner, and 
experience has already shown that 
the addition of yeast to certain sauces 
and salad dressings is attended with 
very favorable results. However, it ia 
necessary that the question should re- 
ceive a thorough study from expert* 
on cooking.

Formosa's Camphor Forests. 

The camphor forests of the world 
are located in the island of Formosa, 
in the highlands and mountainous sec- 
tions. In a dozen different sections 
■of the island where the camphor for* 
ests are particularly valuable the cut- 
ting and transporting of the logs into 
the civilized sections are attended with 
great risk of life to the laborers, who 
are Chinese and Japanese, for these 
sections are inhabited by head-hunting 
savages/ whom the Dutch, Chinese and 
Japanese, have from time to time tried 
to subdue, with varying success. 

The Japanese and Chinese coolies 
employed in bringing the camphor-tree 
logs out of the forests are not infre- 
quently attacked by bands of these 
savages, and sometimes the whole 
gang of workmen Is annihilated before 
the lust for human heads Is satisfied. 
In order to protect in a measure the 
laborers of the industry, as well as 
those engaged in cutting valuable hard- 
woodB of the Formosa forests, the 
Japanese are compelled to maintain an 
elaborate military and police system 
in the head hunters' territory. Fully 
four-fifths of the world's camphor sup- 
ply comes from Formosa. — Harper's. 



Ecriptlon of the financial panic condi- 
tions in the fall of 1907. 

"It was tho utmost duty of the ad- 
ministration," he read, "to prevent by 
all means the spread of the panic 
before it became a disaster." 

The secretary of the treasury and 1 
he, Mr. Roosevelt said, were constant- 
ly in touch with the situation. Dur- 
ing that time he learned that two 
members of the United States Steel 
corporation wished to see him in the 
morning. At breakfast the next day 
he was informed that E. H. Gary and 
H. C. Frlck were waiting to see him. 
Mr. Bonaparte, then attorney general, 
he continued, had not yet arrived from 
Baltimore. 

"I sent a note to Secretary Root to 
come over," the former president 
read, "and he arrived at the White 
House." 

The conference was brief, Mr. 
Roosevelt explained, and later he 
wrote a note to Mr. Bonaparte stating 
all the facts of the conference. 

Mr. Roosevelt went on, going Into 
details about the serious financial 
conditions In New York, and told how 
he had taken the responsibility to 
permit the transfer of the steel 
company, and did it on his own Initia- 
tive. 

"It was necessary ror me to act at 
once," snid the former president, "be- 
fore the stock exchange opened, or 
the transaction might prove useless." 

He said he was convinced that acr 
quirement by the steel corporation of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
did not change the legal status of the 
corporation. 

"Furthermore, I believed it would 
be for the public good," continued Mr. 
Roosevelt. "I answered Messrs. Gary 
and Frlck that if matters were in such 
a state I did not want to stand In the 
way, and the results proved that the 
act was a good one, because the pan- 
ic was stopped. 

"If I had not acted at once la. that 
extraordinary crisis I should have 
been a mere title, and would have 
proved an unworthy public officer, if 
I had not done as I did. Every step 
I took was as open as the day." 

Then Mr. Roosevelt launched into a 
general discussion with Chairman 
Stanley of the general trust question, 
saying that the Un^ed States had 
something to learn from Qermony. 

Colonel Roosevelt, on finishing his 
testimony received the thanks of 
the committee and expressed his sat- 
isfaction that as "a plain American 
citizen" he had been able to assist the 
committee. 



New. York.— The United. States wel- 
comed to if s shores Admiral Count He- 
lhashiro Togo of tho Japanese empire 
and the naval hero of the Russo-Jap- 
anese war. Tho welcome was given 
aboard the steamer Lusltania at quar- 
antine by representatives of the state, 
war and navy departments and a per- 
sonal representative of Gov. John A. 
Dlx. 

Following a few warm words of wel- 
come on behalf of the nation,. the del- 
egation of Americans accompanied the 
distinguished Japanese in a tug to the 
revenue cutter Seneca. A few mo- 
ments later the Seneca was speeding 
for her pier at Twenty-third street, 
Hudson river, where Admiral Togo 
was whisked away in an automobile 
to his hotel. 

The delegation consisted of Chand- 
ler Hale, third assistant secretary of 
state; Capt T. M. Potts of the navy; 
MaJ. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, com- 
mander of the department of the east; 
Adjt Gen. William Verbeck, National 
Guard of New York, and attaches of 
the Japanese embassy at Washington. 
They found the admiral waiting to re- 
ceive them , when they boarded the 
Lusltania. Secretary Hale delivered 
on behalf of President Taft, tho first 
brief message of welcome. 

Third Assistant Secretary of State 
Chandler Halo and Capt Templln M. 
Potts, U. 8. N., are the government's 
representatives In New York who re- 
ceived Admiral Togo. He called upon 
Mayor Gaynor this forenoon, and tho 
mayor returned the call at tho Plaza. 
Admiral Togo will mako and receive 
many official calls and will dine with 
the president The dinner at the' 
White House was one of the most 
notable affairs of tho kind given in 
Washington for a long time. It was a 
"stag" dinner, which in itself is un- 
usual. Vlce-ProBldent Sherman, Ad- 
miral George Dewey, the Japanese am- 
bassador, the memfcers of the presi- 
dent's cabinet and more than a score 
of other well-known men attended. 

Following the dinner a reception 
was held to which several thousand 
invitations had been sent out The 
reception was not a "stag," and the 
famous Japanese sea fighter. had an 
opportunity to see American girls 
dancing In. the east room.

NEW YORK FLYER IN WRECK 

Engine of Pennsylvania 18-Hour Train 
Goes Into Ditch — Passengers Es- 
cape Serious Injury. 

Chicago. — While speeding along at 
Beventy miles, an hour the Pennsyl- 
vania elghteen-hour special for New 
York, was wrecked one mile east of 
Indiana Harbor.

Many People Made Homeless and 

Much Damage Done by Big 

Storm at Harlem, Kan. 

Smith Center, Kan. — Hundreds are 
homeless and many are Injured, some 
of them perhaps fatally, as a result 
of a tornado which practically razed 
the town of Harlem, 15 miles south of 
here. 

The tornado was accompanied by. a 
cloudburst which* has swollen all the 
streams beyond their banks, and 
miles of fields have been flooded. The 
damage to crops, It is estimated, Is 
■early $100,000. In addition bridges 
and culverts have been torn out The 
Rock Island railroad lost 30 bridges 
and culverts In a section extending 
from this city, 43 miles west 



Compacts Result From Suggestion of 
United States Chief Executive 
Made in Speech Made In Wash- 
ington Last December. 

Washington. — Three of the great 
world powers have taken a long 
stride toward the goal of universal 
peace. Arbitration treaties binding 
the United States and Great Britain 
and France, respectively, were signed 
at the White House in Washington In 
the presence of a notable gathering 
of officials and at the ministry of for- 
eign affalrB in Paris. 

Secretary of State Knox signed the 
two treaties ln» behalf of .the United 
States. James Bryce, the BrltlBh am- 
bassador, affixed his signature in be- 
half of Great Britain, thus completing 
the Anglo-American pact, with the ex- 
ception of ratification by the Benate. 
The French treaty was signed Jn 
duplicate in Paris bIx hours earlier 
by J. J. Jusserand, ambassador to the 
United States. 

As soon as the copies of the two 
treaties had been signed President 
Taft affixed his signature to two 
measures for transmittal to the senate. 

The general features of the now 
treaties are: 

All differences internationally justi- 
ciable shall be submitted to The 
Hague, unless by special agreement 
some other tribunal is created or se- 
lected. 

Differences that either country 
thinks are not Justiciable shall be re- 
ferred to a commission of inquiry 
composed of nationals of the two gov- 
ernments, empowered to make recom- 
mendations for their settlement 
Should the commission decide that 
the dispute should be arbitrated, such 
decision will be binding. 

Beforo arbitration is resorted to, 
even in cases where both countries 
agree that the difference is suscep- 
tible of arbitration, the' commission of 
Inquiry shall investigate the dispute 
with* a view of recommending a settle- 
ment without arbitration. 

The commission, at request of either 
government, will delay Its findings one 
year to give an opportunity for diplo- 
matic settlement 

The convention* grew directly out of 
President Taft's speech in Washing- 
ton, December 18 last, before the 
American Society for the Judicial Set- 
tlement of international disputes. 



Berlin. — Peace is in sight In the 
Moroccan trouble, which for a time 
threatened to shake the foundations 
of Europe with a war between Its 
three great powers — England, Ger- 
many and France. After several weeks 
of diplomatic negotiations, In which 
hope of a pacific solution was almost 
despaired of, Germany and Franco 
have come to terms. It was announced 
here that Jules Cambon, the French 
ambassador at Berlin, and Maj. von 
Klderlln-Waechter, tho German for- 
'oign secretary, have found a common 
ground of settlement, although the de- 
tails remain to be worked out 

It Is understood that Russia played 
the part of a mutual friend and Inter- 
posed at London and Paris to take the 
rough edges off the English attitude, 
the challenging tone of which for a 
time was more threatening to peace 
than the actual subject of the negotia- 
tions. 

Emperor William, who had planned 
to Join Empress Augusts Victoria at 
Wilhelmshohe, arrived in Potsdam and 
will confer with Chancellor von Beth- 
mnnn-Hollewcg and Foreign Secretary 
Kiderlcn-Wachter. 

It Is officially stated that the em- 
peror haB postponed his trip to Wil- 
helmshohe because of the illness ol 
the empress of the danger of infection. 

Tho illnesB of her majesty, which 
waB at first described as a heart 
attack, hrs resulted In a feverish In 
flammatlon of the tonsils. It Is no? 
considered dangerous, but the empresi 
is confined to her room and her physl 
clans have ordered perfect quiet foi 
her.

The greatest apple shipping port In 
the world is Watsonvllle, California, and count-

an apple, each apple is picked at 
its prime,— that is when it has at- 
tained perfection of color, but be- 
fore It has commenced to grow mel- 
low,— and Is carefully packed In box 
or barrel from which it will emerge 
In perfect condition after months of 
cold storage 
It was because ,of the difficulty of obtaining 
apples that had been packed with extreme care 
that many large buyers,— particularly those buy- 
lng for foreign markets,— some years ago in- 
augurated the practice of buying the apples 
on tho trees and themselves attending to the 
picking and shipment. The plan has proven so 
satisfactory to both growers and buyers that it 
has been paid for the fruit "on the trees' in a 
single orchard. Of course, the grower does not 
get as large' a lump sura as he would for the 
packed apples, but his net return Ib as great or 
greater and he saves himself no end of trouble 
and worry and controversy. Tho apple buyer 
who purchases an apple crop, on the trees In 
this fashion may bring in his own expert pick- 
ers to harvest the fruit or he may merely em- 
ploy tho labor In the neighborhood. 

It is sometimes declared that a considerable 
portion of the American people has to put up 
with what aro, In effect, second-grade apples, 
while the proudest products of our orchards go 
scooting past our doors enroute to castles and 
hotels and mansions beyond tho Atlantic. Of 
course, this is true, only in a measure. Im- 
mense quantities of/all the high-priced varieties 
of American apples are consumed right here at

But by tho way, It may be added that 
the apple-growing industry in New England Is 
taking a great "brace" as regards the quality 
of the fruit produced. Stony hillsides, particu- 
larly In Connecticut, are, under the advanced 
methods of cultivation, being made to yield 
heavy crops of huge delicious apples and if thW 
sort of thing keeps on the time Is coming when 
Now England apples will vie In the markets of 
the world with tho prize specimens from the 
west coast. 

A noticeable characteristic of the Amorlcan 
apple growing industry In all sections of the 
country Is found In tho immense numbers of 
N people who aro entering the field. There seems 
to be something of a general mania to take up 
fruit raising which exceeds In extent the stain- 
pede of a few years ago to get Into tho poultry- 
raising business. A good many of the newcom- 
ers havo had little experience in fruit raising, 
or indeed in farming of any sort and those who 
aro laboring, as many of them are, under the 
deluBlon that fruit-raising is an "easy money" 
proposition requiring neither experience nor 
hard work, would Beem doomed to a rude 
awakening. On tho other hand many of tho 
men who have lately taken up apple raising as 
a serious business are shrewd business men of 
energy and determination who will win out in 
the end, even if they do stumble a few times- at 
ffrsL What Ib more, a number of them have 
the capital back of them to stick at tho game 
and this is important Inasmuch aB tho apple in- 
dustry Is liable to prove a waiting game, — not 
only with young trees which have not reached 
tho bearing stage but also to Borne extent with 
mature orchards when n late frost or other, in- 
ausplciousconditions may ruin n crop and allow 
tho grower no chanco for a profit until a full 
year hence. 

Some of the apple growerB have expressed 
fear within tho pnst year or two that this lm- 
monBo Influx of apple producers will serve to 
In time glut the market and force down prices. 
The best-posted authorities, however, take lit- 
tle Btock in any dire predictions In this direc 
tlon. They point out that not only Ib apple con- 
sumption bound to have a natural increase pro- 
portionate to tho growth in the population of the 
country, but, moro significant still is ; the cir- 
cumstance that the. American peoplo are learn* 
lng to raako more extensive use of this supreme- 
ly, healthful frulti serving It in a variety of new 
forms which will make the fruit what Is ought 
to be,-— a staple on every American table.

Most travelers .who visit the Holy 
Land content themselves with a visit 
to that restricted part west of Jordan. 
The mountainous regions of Moab, as 
seen by them from Jerusalem, are lost 
In tho purple haze that constantly 
hangs over them, and tho groat 
stretches beyond are covered In mys- 
tery. This is true partly because of 
tho fewer historical incidents connect- 
ed with the eastern regions, but main- 
ly on account of "tho* .'great* abyss of 
the Jordan valley that has always^ act- 
ed as a barrier; Few who descend Into 
the r valley. .1,300 feet below sea level, 
undertake to climb the bills beyond, 
which" rise, to a height of 3,000 feet 

Tho moBt striking thing about Moab 
has always been Its isolation., How- 
ever much connected by race and vi- 
cinity with thoir woBtern kinsmen, the 
dwellers in Eastern Palestine have al- 
ways" been distinct and their lands 
have never been occupied by tho na- 
tions on the west except through acts 
of aggression and conqueBt. 

Even today this Isolation Is still relt 
In giving an idea of their knowledge of 
present day geography, one of thorn re- 
marked: "There are only four seas In 
the world, two of which aro the Dead 
sea and the Sea of Qalllee." Doth of 
these aro in sight of their own hills.—

MEAT CONSUMPTION

78), swine, (Bulletin 07), and sheep 
(Bulletin 129). A similar publication 
on horses and mules (Bulletin 122) has 
also been issued. For the benefit of 
those who wish to make a further 
study of important -factors related to 
the live stock market, a bulletin on 
market classes and , grades: of meat 
'(Bulletin 147) has lately been publish- 
ed by the experiment station. 

Meat market, patrons, also, can' af- 
ford to" study much more thoroughly 
than they usually do the different 
classes and cuts of meat and the points 
which enable one to judge the grade 
and value of" a given cut. To this 
end the above mentioned- bulletin on 
market classes ; and ^grades of meat 
wlUbe found useful. Knowing the va- 
rious cuts and how to distinguish a 
good from a poor one, the customer 
should next consider the relative value 
or economy of the different parts of 
tho carcass. Careful and complete 
tests at the experiment station, which 
will soon be published in bulletin form, 
show that the food value of the high 
priced steaks, chops and roasts is sim- 
ilar on the average to the cheap cuts 
sold for boiling arid stewing; yet the 
latter may be made as palatable as the 
dearest meats and often at one-fourth 
tho cost Furthermore, a definite or- 
der for a certain weight of a specified 
cut of meat -is always filled more sat- 
isfactorily than a. mere request for 
"35 cents worth of steak," for it indi- 
cates that the buyer knows what he 
is asking for and will recognize it 
when he sees it 

One of the most common mistakes 
in buying meat, especially steaks, Is 
the ordering of such small amounts 
that they can not possibly be cut prop- 
erly from a good carcass of average 
size. Round and sirloin steak, for ex-

Probably tho worst adulteration 
ithat has come to the attention of tho 
department Is a butter emulsion 
which will cause tho butter to abBorb 
Its exact weight In water and still 
prevent the butter eaterB knowing It. 
Take a pound of butter nnd a pound 
of water arid a spoonful of this emul- 
sion, work the three together for 
about ten minutes, and there 1b two 
pounds of -butter and no water. The 
average housewife could not tell the 
difference between this watered but- 
ter and the real article. 

A man In Tennessee has developed 
a scheme by which ho can make a 
pure apple cider vinegar at an actual 
cost of four cents a gallon, and using 
one apple for each gallon. The fraud 
could not be detected except by an 
actual chemical tost The same chap 
also haB a scheme for making apple 




butter with one apple to the gallon 
of butter and at a cost of one-fourth 
the real article. 

A man In Rochester, N. Y., devel- 
oped a plan of treating sawdust with 
molasBes to use In adulterating spices. 
One part of the real spice and three 
parts of sawdust made the product, 
which could not be detected by the 
eye or tongue. 

Frauds In flavoring extracts and 
maple syrup have been common. A 
Vermont man has offered a recipe to 
grocers bo that they can make the 
maple syrup they purchase - into an 
adulterated product, three gallons of 
fraudulent syrup to one-half gallon 
of the real syrup. 

There are numerous other schemes 
for Increasing the weight of parched 
coffee, preserving eggs, useless bak- 
ing powders, making mincemeat and 
tomato catsup at reduced cost ,by 
using little meat or tomatoes. The 
grocer, to get the recipes, must pay 
for them. The price Is usually $1<> 
and a pledge to secrecy. .

The boys are employed during the 
sessions of the senate a $2.D0 a day; 
and that means 30 or 31 days a 
month, whether the. senate Is In ses- 
sion every day or not. There are now 
fourteen pages on the floor of the 
senate, and four riding pages. The 
latter receive $960 a year, their pay 
going on whether tho senate Is In

session or not. The pages are never 
removed on account of politics. The 
boys of the senate wear knee 
breeches, neat little round-abouts, silk 
stockings and well-polished shoes. 
Their faces and hnnds are clean, their 
hair carefully brushed and each one 
of them looks as If ho had Just come 
out of a bandbox. The duties of a 
page today are substantially the 
same as were required at the begin- 
ning of the government. 

Sometimes the boys are not dis- 
missed when they reach the age 
limit Exceptionally bright pageB 
have been retained as riding pages, 
whose duty It Is to carry messages 
for senators to executive departments 
and to all polntB In the national capi- 
tal Others have been promoted to 
tho position of deputy sergeant-at- 
arms of the senate, or as superin- 
tendent of pages on the DcmocraUc 
or Republican Bide of tho senate. The 
boys attend night school and by 
listening to debateB and by read ng 
the congressional record are receiving 
educations on national affairs and on 
economics such an no university In 
the world could afford to provide for 
Its students.

An active campaign for the Im- 
provement- of farm eggs In the middle 
west was undertaken last summer 
by the bureau of animal industry of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. This work was preceded by 
a general survey of tho field which 
showed that an enormous loss was 
being sustained annually,as the result 
of spoiled and deteriorated eggs. This 
loss results from the Ignorance, care- 
lessness or indifference of the farm- 
er and -from the dilatory arid unsatis- 
factory methods of marketing in 
vogue. The actual money loss is suf- 
fered mainly by the farmer, while 
the loss in quality Is borne by the 
consumer.. A report of 'this prelimi- 
nary InvestlgaUoh was published as 
circular 140 of the bureau of animal 
husbandry. 

The campaign of the past summer 
had for itB ultimate end the Improve- 
ment of conditions Burroundlng tho 
handling and marketing of eggs, and 
consequently the Improvement of the 
quality ot the egg Itself as It reaches 
the consumer. Coincident with such 
improvement there ,wlll ho a saving 
to ihe farmer of a great part of tho 
money loss at present sustained. 

The efforts have so far been di- 
rected mainly to education in better 
methodB, co-operntlon with egg buy- 
ing and state authorities, and cxper- 
mentation. iThe actual work has been 
done mostly in the- state of Kansas. 
The educational work has been done 
by department field men going among 
the farmers and impressing upon them 
the necessity of keeping eggs intend- 
ed for market in a cool, dry place 
and of marketing them frequently. 
Incidentally they have given the 
farmers help whenever possible In the 
practical management and breeding 
of poultry, and have urged the koep- 
Ing of pure bred.poutry. ; 

The bureau sought and obtained 
th« co-operation of the egg buyers of 
Kansas, and as a result the "loss- 
off" or quahty system of buying was 
brought Into use. By this system the 



bad eggs are rejected and only the 
good eggs paid for. There is no 
measure which has such a definite 
and far-reaching influence for the im- 
provement of the commercial egg than 
tho general adoption of this system 
of buying and selling. The state food 
authorities also co-operated by prose- 
cuting under existing state laws cases 
where bad eggs were sold. On ac- 
count of the material improvement 
effected in the Kansas eggs, the 
movement has spread to adjacent 
states, and efforts are being made to 
secure uniform legislation in many 
of these states so as to establish the 
loss-off system at least during the 
hot months. 

In the work of investigation various 
lots of eggs were traced from the 
time they were produced on the farm 
until they reached the packing house, 
In order to determine ' tho factors 
causing deterioration and to study 
how conditions of handling and ship- 
ment may be Improved. 

The results thus far have been so 
satisfactory that it is proposed to con- 
tinue the work in Kansas In about the 
same mnnner during, the coming sum- 
mer.
